The. firat sehiwction for club funds was $1.45. The first two years, 


the highest the treasury got was $45.02. Quite a difference from today.

A session on proper soldering techniques to prevent poor and cold 
sQlder joints. Also, when the need to use heatsinks to prevent damage 
to heat sensitive components. 


Possibly, if there is an interest, making printed circuit boards. 
Simple and special test equipment. 


Regulated power supplies for HB projects or handhelds in the shack 
to save on batteries. 


Other projects that SIG attendees would like to see developed and 
built, 


Danny Dearman KABOZL, demonstrated the PL decoder that he is 
developing, to silence your two meter speaker until there is an input 
Signal to turn on local repeater. This would turn on your silent 
sp@aker and you would hear the conversation. When input signal stopped, 
your speaker would again go silent till next input signal is received. 
The WD8AYE 147.12 repeater has the PL tone generated mow, when ever = an 
input signal is present. In the near future, the plans are to install 
this feature on the WSAL 146.79 repeater. Wouldn*t it be nice toa 
monitor our local repeaters without hearing all the other signals 
coming in ?? 


It could be turned off to operate other repeaters that do not have 
the FL tone on and simplex frequencies. Other users of the repeaters, 
would not be affected as everything -would work the same as at present. 
Stay tuned for further developments.

FOSTAGE GOES UP 


On February 3rd, I am sure all of you are aware, Fostage Rates were 
increased. How does this affect Hams?? Everything you mail, including 
QSL. cards, will cost you more money. 


First class rate is .29 cents for one ounce, .23 for each 
additional ounce. Post cards are .19 cents. Canada and Mexico is now 
»30 cents for post cards, and .36 for one ounce letter with two ounce 
letter at .58 for Canada and .51 for Mexico. International Reply 
Coupons are $.95 each. 


That is not too complicated, but Grd class mail (which is the 
category our Newsletters are in), really got complicated. There are now 
four different rate categories, with a total of 85 rate categories. 
That is correct, "EIGHTY FIVE" possible rate categories, depending an 
how the pieces are prepared for mailing. After a two hour briefing at 
the Post Office, [I still am not sure of the proper way to prepare the 
mailing and only a couple at the post office seem to know what the new 
regulations mean.
